VISIT. EMBASSY HAS ALREADY MENTIONED POSSIBLITY OF VISIT TO 
MANAGING DIRECTORS OF GULF AND MOBIL, WHOSE US ORGANIZATIONS MAY BE 
CONTACTING HOWARD WALKER (AE/W) TO MAKE SUGGESTIONS. DEPARTMENT 
SHOULD NOT HESITATE ALSO TO CALL ON PHILLIPS, TENNECO, ETC. 

COMPANIES MIGHT HELP FACILITATE UNIVERSITY VISITS AS WELL AS 
PROVIDE FIELD VISITS AND COURTESIES IN CITIES VISITED.

4. AS NOTED PARA 1, ESCORT NOT NEEDED IN THAT BOTH CANDIDATES OF 
COURSE ADEQUATE IN ENGLISH AND ARE EXPERIENCED TRAVELLERS. TO 
MAXIMIZE BENEFITS TO VISIT, DEPARTMENT MIGHT HOWEVER CONSIDER 
ASSIGNING ESCORT WHO WOULD HIMSELE BE KNOWLEDGABLE ABOUT INTER- 
NATIONAL ENERGY ECONOMICS OR US PETROLEUM TRAINING POSSIBILITIES,

VISIT REQUIRING ADVANCE PREPARATIONS. ALTHOUGH VISIT BY THESE 
CANDATES AT THIS TIME IN WORKS SINCE MARCH 25, 1974 (AND ASSUMED 
BY THEM TO BE SURE THING), LOLOMARI DID NOT COMMIT HIMSELF UNTIL 
OCTOBER 24 WHEN HE COMMUNICATED WITH EMBASSY FROM VIENNA WHERE HE WAS 
REPRESENTING NIGERIA AT OPEC ECONOMIC EXPERTS MEETING.
